Thou- 
sands of barrels of maple sirup and 
honey are sold that do not contain 
‘ ten jier cent, of maple sirup or honey, 
and yet the article known as (flucMie, 
and which ia used to anphiatieate 
(foodv la regarded by the experts aa 
a perfectly safe, henlfhy nnd niitrl- 
tioUk fiHKi. This mixing or blending 
simply sella to tl»e conaumer what he 
did not intend to buy, but It does not 
endanger the public health.
